Coroner Barnett experted to re­ 


sume Iii' investigation this afternoon 


on the supposed suicide pact of Or­ 


ville Andrews and Mainly MeFlfre.-h, 


whose dead bodies were found yes­ 


terday morning in the rug factory 


owned by Charles Andrews 
in 
the 


northeastern part of the city. 


The funeral services of Orville An­ 
drew" were conducted this afternoon 
at the home oi hi- parents, Mr. and 
Mr-. (C S. Andrews, in East Ninth 
street. The remains of the McElfresh 
girl were taken to Orange this morn­ 
ing and the funeral conducted there 
m tile church. 
Coroner Bartlett ex­ 
perted to take up the supposed sui­ 
cides again following the funeral". 
W nile the coroner and police have 
little doubt that their deaths were 
the results of a suicide pact, there 
are several unexplained things con­ 
nected with the case. 
Entrance to 
the rug factory i" gained by two 
doors. 
The main door 
is 
locked 
with a padlock and the oilier door 
locks on the inside and can’t he op­ 
en from without. 
A" far as is known 
there were two k e y s to the place one 
being carried by Orville 
and 
the 
other by iii" brother, Charles An­ 
drews. 
Thus far the key held by Or­ 
ville has not been found, 
It was not 
in any of bis pockets. When they en­ 
tered tile rug factory Andrews evi­ 
dently let himself out the side door 
and locked the front door and then 
returned to the building by the side 
door, thus locking both within the 
building. 
A search was made for the key 
hut it was not found. 
He may have 
thrown it away as "oon as tin* p a d ­ 
lock on the main door was in place, 
Another of the strange things con­ 
in* ted with the ease is that Andrews 
must have shot himself twice and 
then re -loaded the gun and final a 
third shot into his body. 
Two shots 
entered the girls body and three in 
his. 
When the revolver v.as exam­ 
ined it was found to contain two 
cartridges, one a good one the other 
having* been exploded. 
As only five 
-hot" were tired, it i- clearly shown 
that he must have re-loaded the gun 
before tiring the 
final 
shot.

On the flack of the note left by Or­ 
ville Andrew" was a note supposed 
to lune been written by the girl. The 
writing i" the same and the a u th e n ­ 
tic- believe that Andrew- wrote both 
note-. 
The note left for the girl’s 
lather by her wa- in a different hand­ 
writing.

Coroner Barnett Takes up Inquir 


Into Suicide Pact Carried Out by 


- Two Young People. 


FUNERALS ARE HELD TODAY 


Later Developments Reveal Seconi 


Note Signed by Girl's Name Was 


Written by Andrews. 


Coroner Barnett expected to re 


sumc his investigation this afternoon 


on the supposed suicide pact of Or- 
ville Andrews and Maudy McElfresh 
wiiose dead bodies were found yes- 
terday morning in the rug factory 
owned by Charles Andrews in 
the 


northeastern part of the city. 


The funeral services of Orville An- 


drews were conducted this afternooi 
at the home of his parents, Mr. ami 
Mrs. G. S. Andrews, in East Ninth 
street. The remains of the McElfresh 
girl were taken to Orange this morn- 
ing and the funeral conducted there 
in the church. Coroner Baruett ex- 
pected to take up the supposed sui- 
cides again following the funerals. 


While the coroner and police have 


little doubt that their deaths were 
Ilie results of u suicide pact, there 
are several unexplained things con- 
nected with the case. Entrance to 
the rug factory is gained by two 
doors. 
The main door 
is locked 


with a padlock and the other door 
locks on the inside and can't be op- 
en from without. As far as is known 
there were two keys to the place one 
being carried by Orville 
and 
the 


other by his brother, Charles An- 
drews. Thus far the key held by Or- 
ville lias not been found. It was not 
in any of his pockets. When they en- 
tered the rug factory Andrews evi- 
dently let himself out the side door 
and locked the front door and then 
returned to the building by the side 
door, thus locking both within the 
building. 


A search was made for the key 


but it was not found. He may have 
thrown it away as soon as the pad- 
lock on the main door was in place. 


Another of the strange things con- 


iiiecicd with the case is that Andrews 
must have shot himself twice and 
then re-loaded the gun and fired a 
third shot into his body. Two shots 
entered the girls body and three in 
his. When the revolver v. as exam- 
ined it was found to contain two 
cartridges, one a good one the other 
having been exploded. As only five 
shots were fired, it is clearly shown 
that lie must have re-loaded the gun 
before firing the final shof. Four 
empty shells were found on the floor. 


On the back oi' the note left by Or- 


ville Andrews was a note supposed 
to have been written by the girl. The 
v.'iiting is the same and the authori- 
ties believe that Andrews wrote both 
notes. 
The note left for the girl's 


father by her was in a different hand- 
writing.

establishments in their communities 
for the commercial production of 
evaporated and condensed milk. Re- 
ports from a number of field agents 
of the department also indicate that 
unscrupulous promoters are unusual- 
ly active in endeavoring to establish 
co-operative condenseries to dairy- 
farming sections where conditions 
practically foredoom the projects to 
failure. 


For this reason the Department 


has issued a warning urging farmers 
contemplating going into such an en- 
terprise to carefully investigate all 
the requirements that must be met 
before success can be expected. The 
fact that a number of such enter- 
prises are now operating 
success- 


fully has led to many mistaken con- 
clusions, it is declared. 
The dairy 


farmer who is dissatisfied with his 
present market for milk, either from 
the standpoint of convenience or of 
price, says the Department, should 
not overlook the wide variation in 
conditions which 
are essential 
to 


commercial success. The undertak- 
ing is frankly classed as hazardous.

First—The plant should be clouted 


in a community which is not only 
thoroughly adapted in every way to 
a high standard of dairy farming, 
but is already far advanced in such 
development. 
The herds 
of 
cows 


should be large, healthy, well cared 
for aud of a breed or breeds that 
produce a grade of milk reasonably 
adapted for 
condensing purposes 


and 
the production of a standard 


product. 


Second—In establishing a vacuum 


process for condensing milk by the 
vacuum process it is not primary 
importance that the location provide 
an abundant steady supply of pure 
cold water, independent of the sup- 
ply 
required for 
boiler use. The 


quantity of water required to con- 
dense a given quantity of milk will 
of course vary with the 
operating 


conditions, such, for example, as the 
temperature of the condensing water 
and the temperature (or the pres- 
sure) of the vapor to be condensed. 
A general idea of the importance of 
water supply can be obtained from 
the authoritative estimate that about 
3 gallous of water are required 
for 


the condensing of 1 pound of fresh 
milk (about 1 pint). 
Difficulty in 


obtaining an adequate supply of 
good, pure, cold water is a cause ol 
serious embarrassment to some com- 
mercial coudenseries now established 
and the luck of it has been 
the 


cause of many failures. 


Third—An 
abundant 
supply of 


pure milk is an absolute necessity, 
The exact quantity required will, of 
course, 
vary with the size 
of the 


plant. 
Several reliable 
authorities 


have estimated that for the profit- 
able production of condensed milk 
on a commercial scale the supply of 
raw milk to the factory'should not 
fall below 15,000 pounds .1 day. This 
estimate is exclusive 
of the daily 


supply of milk normally 
required 


for other purposes by the community 
Furthermore, if the finished product 
is to be a marketable 
quality, the 


milk received at the eoudensory must 
be of exceptionally high grade; that 
is, clean and pure. 


While first-class milk is essential 


for the manufacture of a first-class 
dairy product 
of any kind, it is 


absolutely necessary if a condensed 
milk factory is to be a success. If 
a few cans of low-grade milk are 
not detected at the receiving plat- 
form of a eondensery, the slight de- 
fects in the raw milk are multiplied 
in the process of condensing it, and 
the result is practically certain to

The story of the fate of thirty- 


six pints of pcrfcclly good beer that 
had been bought in this city to be 
taken to Rushville, a dry town, for 
the purpose of quenching the thirst 
of two of that city's citizens was 
told in Squire Tate's court Tuesday, 
says the Connersville Examiner. 


The reason for depicting this ter- 


rible tale was the arraignment of 
Asbury and Lavina Harrison, well- 
known Western avenue residents, 
who were alleged to be the direct 
cause of the spilling of the beer and 
also for the wreck of a motorcycle 
belonging to a Hushville man. 


About three weeks ago, Mr. and 


Mrs. Harrison were driving to this 
city in their auto from the Glenwood 
vicinity and were about three miles 
east of that place when they met 
James Foley, a plumber, and A. l'\ 
Moorman, a cement contractor of 
Hushville, on their way home from 
Connersville 
with 
a 
motorcycle. 


Mrs. Harrison was driving the ma- 
chine and at the point where the two 
vehicles passed an accident occurred 
which resulted in the motorcycle go- 
ing into the ditch dumping both men 
and thirty-six bottles of beer. This 
latter fact was brought out by Mr. 
Harrison's attorney in 
questioning 


the two men as to their condition at 
time of the spill. Both said they had 
drank one glass of beer each while 
here and that they took a supply 
with them for future use at home. 


One of the charges placed against 


Mr. and Mrs. Harrison 
was 
that 


ihey were not giving enough of the 
road and the oilier that ihey failed 
to give their names when asked to do 
so after the accident. 


Mrs. Harrison was driving the'car 


at the lime and since then the Rush- 
ville men have tried to collect dam- 
ages from the Harrisons which they 
refused to pay. Prosecution was 
threatened and the trial today is the 
result.

tary. He is working with heads of 
the 
Bureau of Militia 
Affairs and 


oilier army and militia officers to 
find some way to check the losses. 


"The losses from theft are com- 


paratively 
small," said 
Secretary 


Garrison. "It is simply carelessness; 
merely 
a phrase 
of the 
national 


waslc typified personally." 


Militia of no one state are parti- 


cular 
offenders, according 
to Mr. 


Garrison. 
The loss is general. All 


states are to debtors to the povcrn- 
ment for equipment "lost" strayed 
or stolen." 


'Each state is allowed so much 


money by Congress to aid it in keep- 
ing up its militia." explained Secre- 
tary Garrison. "Supplies arc pur- 
chased and allotted to the ad.juant 
chased and allotted to ihe adjutant 
generals, technically, are responsible 
for their safe keeping . Practically 
the rifles, uniforms, blankets, tents, 
shoes, shirts, etc., are turned over 
to ihe company captains. Then ihey 


distribuled—and accounts care- 


maintain its militia with anj- cur- 
tailment of its federal appropriation, 
the Secretary makes no attempt to 
force it to pay for the "dead horse." 


A system 'something like that in 


vogue in Switzerland or Germany is 
favored by some army officials as a 
remedy for the loss of militia sup- 
plies, but they doubt if, applied to 
the red blooded, independence-nur- 
tured young American, it 
would 


work out as well in practice as in 
theory. In 
those countries each 


"reserve" private is held strictly re- 
sponsible 
for 
his equipment. In 


Switzerland frequent inspections at 
the homes of the national guard are 
made. Separate lockers for privates 
in Germany arc provided. In Switz- 
erland the inspectors visit the homes 
of the guardsmen, to see if rifles are 
polished, shoes pliable and uniforms 
in condition for instant service.
